Е CITY OF NEWARK AGAIN CONTINUES ITS GOOD HEALTH DURING 1957, WITH EXCELLENT HEALTH 
RATES (TUBERCULOSIS MORTALITY 16.1 PER C.M, AND INFANT MORTALITY 30.1 PER M LIVE BIRTHS, 
AND А CRUDE DEATH RATE (ALL CAUSES) OF 11.8. — ЧЕ HAD NO PREVALENCE OF MAJOR CONTAGIOUS 
DISEASE. CONSIDERABLE CREDIT IS AGAIN DUE THE COOPERATION OF THE GENERAL PUBLIC AND THE 
MEDICAL PROFESSION, AS WELL AS MANY PRIVATE AGENCIES WORKING WITH US, 


THERE WERE 5295 DEATHS FROM ALL CAUSES OF THE FIRST RATES TO CONSIDER AS IT 16 St 
INCLUDING 1046 NON-RESIDENT DEATHS (MOSTLY DIRECTLY AFFECTED BY POCR LIVING CONDITIONS 
IN NEWARK HOSPITALS), COMPARED WITH БОЦІ MALNUTRITION, OVER-CROWDING, LOW INCOME AND
